* Pocket-Companions for Free-Mafons, to give 

us along and pleafing Hiftory of Mafonry from the 
Creation to the Time of their writing and publifhing 
fuch Accounts, viz. from Adem to Noah, from Noab 
to Nimrod, from Nimrod to Solomon, from Solomon to 
Cyrus, from Cyrus to Seleucus Nicater, from Seleucus 
Nicator to Auguftus Cefar, from Auguffus Cefar to the 
Havock of the Goths, and fo on until the Revival of 
the Auguflan Style, &c. Gc. Sc. Wherein they give 
us an Account of the drawing, {cheming, planning, 
a de+ 
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defigning, erecting, and building of Temples, Towers, 
Cities, Cattles, Palaces, Theatres, Pyramids, Monu- 
ments, Bridges, Walls, Pillars, Courts, Halls, Fortifi- 
cations, and Labyrinths, with the famous Light-houfe 
of Phares and Coloffus at Rhodes, and many other won- 
derful Works performed by the Akcu1TECTs, to the 


great Satisfaction of the Readers and Edification of 
Free-Matons *. 


Havinc called to Mind the old Proverb, Better out 
of the World than out of Fafhion, Iwas fully determined 
to publifh a Hiftory of Mafonry, whereby I did expe 
to give the World an uncommon Satisfaction; and in 
order to enable myfelf to execute this great Defign, I 
purchafed all or moft of the Hiftories, Conftitutions, 
Pocket-Companions, and other Pieces (on that Subject) 
now extant in the Exg/i/h Tongue. 


- My next Step was to furnith myfelf with a fufficient 
Quantity of Pens, Ink, and Paper: This being done, 
I immediately fancied myfelf an HisTorian, and in- 
tended to trace Mafonry not only to Adam, in his 
fylvan Lodge in Paradi/:, but to give fome Account of 
the Craft even before the Creation : And (as a Founda- 
tion) I placed the following Works round about me, 
fo as to be convenient to have Recourfe to them as 
Occafion flould require, iz. Door Auderfin and 

Mr.

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Mr. Spratt directly before me, Doctor D' Ajizny and 
Mr. Smith on my Right-hand, Dottor Defagulier and 
Mr. Pennell on my Left-hand, and Mr. Scott and 
Mr. Lys behind me: A Copy of (that often called) 
the Original Conftitutions ({aid to be in the Poffeflion 
of Mr. ‘fobn Clark, in Paris), and another Copy of the 
fame Magnitude handed about in England, together 
with the Pamphlet printed at Frankfort in Germany, 1 
tied up in the Public Advertifer of Friday, Ocfcber 19, 
1753, end threw them under the Table. 


Havince tried my Pen, and wrote a Line not unlike 
the Beginning of a Chapter in the Alcoran *, I began 
to flourifh away in a moft admirable Manner, and in a 
few Days wrote the firft Volume of the Hiftory of 
Mafonry, wherein was a full Account of the Tranfac- 
tions of the firft Grand Lodge, particularly the exclud- 
ing of the unruly Members, as related by Mr. Mi/- 


ton +. 


By this Time I imagined myfelf fuperior to Sefephus, 
Stackboufe, or any other Hiftorian whom the Reader 
fhall pleafe to think on. And as I intended to give the

Creation, I made no manner of Doubt but my Work 
fhould live (at leaft) two Thoufand Ycars after the ge- 
neral Conflagration. 


Peruars fome of my Readers (I mean thofe that 
are beft acquainted with my Capacity) Will fay, he has 
more Vanity than Wit; and as to Learning, it is as 
great a Stranger to him, as Free-Mafonry is to Women ; 
yet he has the Folly to think himfelf an Hiftorian, and 
expecis to become a great Man, @c. 


Wuerier fuch an Opinion be true, or falfe, it 
matters nought to me; for the World muft allow, that 
(tho’ no Man has yet found out the perpetual Motion) 
all Men ever had, has now, and ever will have, a per- 
petual Notion: And furthermore, we read that the fol- 
lowing Perfons, fo much fam’d in Hiftory, were not 
only poor Men, but many of them of avery mean Ex- 
traction. The wiie Philofopher Secrates, was the Son 
of a poor Stone-Carver ; the tragic Poet Euripides, was 
the Son of poor Parents ; as was De:zofthenes, the Ho- 
nour of Greek Eloquence ; Virgil, the famous Latin 
Poet, was the Son of a poor Mantuan labouring Potter ; 
Horace, the incompurabie Lyric, was the Son of a 
Trumpeter in the Wars; Tarquinius Prifcus, King of 

the Romans, wes the Son of a Merchant ; and Servius 
Tullius, another King of the Romans, was begotten on 
a Woman-Slave; S-pitmius Severus, is faid to come of 


a very 
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a very bafe Degree ; Agathocles, King of Sicily, wasa 
Potter's Son ; Zélius Pertinax was a poor Artificer, or 
as fome fay a fimple Seller of Wood; the Parents of 
Venadius Baffus, are faid to be very miferable poor Peo- 
ple; and drfaces, King of the Parthians, was of fo 
inean and obfcure Parentage that no Man’s Memory 
could make a Report of his Father or Mother ; Psolomy, 
King of Egypt, was the Son of a Squire in Alexander's 
Army ; the Emperor Liccle/ien, was the Son of a Scri- 
vener; the Emperor Valentinian, was the Son of a 
Rope-Maker ; the Emperor Probus, was the Son of a 
Gardener; and the Parents of /urelius, were fo ob- 
fcure that Writers have not agrced who they were ; 
Maximinus was the Son of a Smith, or as fome fay a 
Waggon-Wright ; Alarcus Fubus Licinius, was the Son 
of a Herdfman ; Bonofus, was the Son of a poor ftipen- 
dary Schoolmafter ; Mauritus Fufinus, Predeceflor to 
SFuflinian, and likewife Galerus, were both Shepherds ; 
Pope ‘fobn, the Twenty-fecond of that Name, was the 
Son of a Shoe-maker ; Pope Nicholas the Fifth, was 
the Son of a Man that fold Eggs and Butter about the 
Streets; and Pope Sxtus the Fourth, was a Mariner’s 
Son; Lamufius, King of the Lombards, was the Son of 
a common Strumpet, who (when he was an Infant) 
threw him into a Ditch, but was taken out by King 
Agelmond; Primiflaus, King of Bohemia, was the Son 
of a country Peafant ; Tamerlane the Great, was a Herdt- 
man; Caius Marius, {even Times Confui of Rome, was 


born 
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born of poor Parents in the Village of Arpinum; and 
Marcus Tullius Cicero, Conful of Rome and Pro-Conful 
in Afia, was from the poor Tuguricle of Arpinum, the 
meaneft Parentage that could be; Ventidius, Field- 
Martfhal and Conful of Rome, was the Son of a Mule- 
teer ; and Theopbraflus was the Son of a Botcher, 7. ¢. 
a Mender of Garments, &c. 


I wave heard of many others of later Date (not fo 
far diftant as Feguin *) that have been preferr’d to Places 
or Offices of great Truft, and dignified with Titles of 
Honour, without having the leaft Claim to Courage, 
Wir, Learning, or Honefty ; therefore if fuch Occur- 
rences be culy confidered, I humbly conceive it will 
not be deem’d as a capital Offence, that I fhould enter- 
tain my own perpetual Notion, while I do not endea- 
vour to difinherit any Man of his Properties. 


I povstT I have tired the Reader’s Patience ; and if 
fo, I humbly beg his Pardon for this long Digreffion. 
But to return: While my Mind was wholly taken up 
with my fancied Superiority as an Hiftorian, &c. 1 in- 
fenfibly fell into a Slumber, when me-thought four 
Men entered my Room ; their Habits appeared to be of 
very ancient Fafhion, and their Language alfo I ima- 
gined to be either Hebrew, Arabic, or Chaldean, in 
which they addreffed me, and J immediately anfwered 

them

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them after the Pantomine Fafhion: After fome formal 
Ceremonies, I defired to know their Names and from 
whence they came; to which onc of them anfwered 
me (in Engli/h) Weare four Brothers, and came from 
the holy City of ‘ferufelem; our Names are Shallum, 
Abiman, Akhub, and Talmon. Hearing they were So- 
journers from Yerufalem, I afked them whether they 
could give any Account of SOLOMON’s TEMPLE; 
to which Shallum * (the chief of them) made Anfwer 
and faid, The wife King SOLOMON, Granp- 
Master of J/rael, appointed us head Porters at the 
Temple, in the thirty-fecond Year of his Age, the 
twelfth of his Reign, and about the Year of the World 
2942; and therefore we can give a full and particular 
Defcription of that wonderful Fabrick, and likewife of 
the ingenious Artifts who perform’d it. 


I was glad to meet with fuch Brethren, from whom 
I did expect a great deal of Knowledge; which the 
many Ages they had lived in muit have taught them, 
if their Memories did not fail : Upon this Confideration 
TF told them, that I was writing a Hiflory of Mafonry, 
and beg’d their Afliftance, Gc. 


A History of Mafonry! (fays Abiman) from the 
Day of the Dedication of the Holy Temple to this 
prefent Time, I have not feen a Hiftory of Mafonry, 

though

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though fome have pretended (not only) to defcribe the 
Length, Breadth, Heighth, Weight, Colour, Shape, 
Form, and Subftance of every Thing within and about 
the Temple ; but alfo to tell the fpiritual * Meaning of 
them, as if they knew the Mind of him who gave 
Orders for that Building, or feen it finifhed : But I can 
affure you, that fuch Surveyors have never feen the 
Temple, nay never have been within a thoufand Miles 
of Ferufalem +: Indeed (continued he) there was one 
Flavius (1 think he was a Soldier) took a great deal of 
Notice of the Temple, and other Matters about it; as 
did another Man, called ‘ferry: There were two others 
whofe Names I have forgot, but remember one of them 
was an excellent Dreamer {, and the other was very 
handy in collecting all Manner of good Writings || after 
the Captivity. 


Tose were the only Men that have wrote moft and 
beft upon that Subject, and yet all their Works together 
would not be fufficient for a Preface to the Hiftory of 
Mafonry ; but for your further Inftruétion, you fhall 
hear an eminent Brother who can inform you in every 
Particular that is neceflary to your prefent Undertal:ing. 
The Words were fcarce ended, when there appeared a 

grave

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grave old Gentleman, with a long Beard; he was 
drefled in an embroidered Veft, and wore a Breaft- 
plate of Gold, fet with twelve precious Stones, which 
formed an oblong Square: I was informed that the 
Name of the Stones were Sardine, Emerald, Ligure, 
Beryl, Topas, Saphire, Agate, Onyx, Carbuncle, Dia- 
mond, Amethyft, and ‘fafper: Upon thefe Stones were 
engraved the Names of the twelve Tribes, viz. Reuben, 
‘Yudab, Gad, Zebulun, Simeon, Dan, Afber, Fofeph, 
Levi, Naphthali, Iffacher, and Benjamin. 


Upon his Entrance, the four Sojourners did him the 
Homage due to a Superior ; and as to me, the Luftre 
of his Breaft-Plate dazzled my Sight, in fuch a Man- 
ner that I could fcarce look at him. But Abiman give 
ing him to underftand that the People of this Country 
were weak-fighted, he immediately covered his Breaft. 
Plate; which not only gave me an Opportunity of per- 
ceiving him more diftin&, but alfo of paying him my 
Refpects in the beft Manner I wag capable of; and 
making a very low Bow, I prefented him with the 
firft Volume of the Hiftory of Mafonry, hoped he 
would do me the Honour of perufing it, and beg’d his 
Advice for my further Proceedings: He kindly received 
it, and read it over, whilft I impatiently waited to 
hear his Opinion ; which at laft (to my Mortification) 
amounted to no more than an old Hebrew Proverb 
(which biman tranflated thus; Thou haft div’d deep 


to 
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into the Water, and haft brought up a Potfherd): Never- 
thelefs he took me by the Hand, and faid*; MySon, if 
thou wilt thou fhalt be taught, and if thou wilt apply 
thy Mind thou fhalt be witty ; if thou love to hear thou 
fhalt receive (Doétrine) ; and if thou delight in hearing 
thou fhalt be wife: And although your Hiftory of Ma- 
fonry is not worth Notice, yet you may write many 
other Things of great Service to the Fraternity. 


CERTAIN it is (continued he) that Free-Mafonry 
has been from the Creation (though not under that 
Name); that it was a divine Gift from Gop; that Caiz 
and the Builders of His City were Strangers to the fe- 
cret Myftery of Mafonry that there were but four Ma- 
fons in the World-when the Deluge happened ; that 
one of the four, even the fecond Son of Noah, was 
not Mafter of the Art; that Nimrod, nor any of his 
Bricklayers, knew any Thing of the Matter; and that 
there were but very few Mafters of the Art (even) at 
Solomon's Temple: Whereby it plainly appears, that the 
whole Myftery was communicated to very few at that 
Time ; that at Solomon’s Temple (and not before) it 
received the Name of F: ree-Mafonry, becaufe the Ma- 
fons at ‘ferufalem and Tyre were the greateft Cabalifts + 
then in the World; that the Myftery has been, for the 

moit

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moft Part, practifed amongft Builders fince Solomon's 
‘Time ; that there were fome hundreds mentioned (in 
Hiftories of Mafonry) under the Titles of Grand- 
Matters, &c. for no other Reafon than that of giving 
Orders for the building of a Houfe, Tower, Caftle, 
or fome other Edifice (or perhaps for fuffering the Ma- 
fons to erect fuch in their Territories, Gc.) while the 
Memories of as many Thoufands of the faithful Crafts 
are buried in Oblivion: From whence he gave me to 
underftand, that fuch Hiftorics were of no Ufe to the 
Society at prefent ; and further added, that the Manner 
ner of conttituting Lodges, the old and new Regula- 
tions, &c. were the only and moft ufeful Things (con- 
cerning Free-Mafonry) that could be wrote: To which 
I beg’d to be informed, whether Songs were to be in- 
troduced: His Aniwer was*: Jf ikcu be made the 
Majler, lift not thyfelf up; but be among them as one 
of the ret: Take diligent Care for them, and fo fit 
down. 

And when thoi kaft done all thy Duty, fit down, that 
thou mavft be merry with then; and receive a Crown 
Sor thy good Bebavicur. 

Speak thou that crt the elder, for it Lecometh thee ; 
bui with found Judgment: And binder not Mufic. 

t And at ati Tines let thy Garments be W tite. 

Wurit he was ipeaking thete laft Words, I was a- 
waked by a young Puppy that (got into the Reom 

while

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while I flept, and, feizing my Papers, eata great Part 
of them, and) was then (between my Legs) fhaking 
and tearing the laft Sheet of what I had wrote. 


I nave not Words to exprefs the Sorrow, Grief, 
Trouble, and Vexation I was in, upon feeing the 


Cataftrophe of a Work which I expected would out- 
laft the Teeth of Time. 


Like one diftracted (as in Truth I was) I ran to the 
Owner of the Dog, and demanded immediate Satisfac- 
tion: He told me he would hang the Cur; but at the 
fame Time he imagined I fhould be under more Ob- 


ligation to him for fo doing, than he was to me for 
what had happened. 


Ix fhort, I looked upon it asa bad Omen; and my 
late dream had made fo great an Impreffion on my 
Mind, that Superftition got the better of me, and 
caufed me to deviate from the general Cuftom of my 
worthy Predeceffors; otherwife I would have publifhed 
a Hiftory of Mafonry: And as this is rather an acci- 
dental than a defigned Iault, I hope the Reader will 
look over it with a favourable Eye. 


In the following Sheets I have inferted nothing but 
what are undeniable ‘Truths, which will be found (if 
obterved) to be of great Ufe to the Fraternity, and 
likewite to Numbers that are not of the Society ; to the 


Jatter, 
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latter, becaufe it will (in fome Meafure) fhow them 
their Folly in ridiculing a Society founded upon Reli- 
gion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good Pellowthip 5 
and to thofe of a more gentle and_ better polifhed Na- 
ture, give them an Opportunity of examining them- 
felves, and judging how much they are endued with 
the neceffary Qualifications of a I’ree-Mafon, before 
they apply to be made Members of the Society. 


How far I may fucceed in this Defign, I know not; 
but as my Intent is good, I hope my Brethren and 
others will accept the Will for the Deed, and receive 
this as the Widow’s Mite was received; which will 
amply reward the Trouble taken by him who is,

AHIMAN REZON. 


>E FORE we enter into the Caufe 

© or Motive of the firft Inftitution of 

iq Vree-Mafonry, it is necefiary in 

fome meafure to fhew the Exccl- 

it lency of Secrecy, and with what 
SFY GEA Care it is to be kept. 

One of the principal Parts that makes a Man be 
deemed wife, is his intelligent Strength and Ability 
to cover and conceal fuch honeft Secrets as are com- 
mitted to him, as well as his own ferious Affairs. 
And whoever will perufe facred and profane Hiftory, 
fhall find a great Number of virtuous Attempts (in 
Peace and War) that never reached their defigned 
Ends, but were fhaken into Shivers and defeated, 
only through Defe& of fecret Concealment ; and 
yet, befides fuch unhappy Prevention, infinite Evils 
have thereby enfued, But before all other Examples, 
B let 
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let us confider that which excels all the reft, deriv’d 
ever from God himfelf. Who {0 efpecially preferves 
his own Secrets to himfelf, never letting any Man 
know what fhould happen on the Morrow; nor 
could the wife Men in Ages paft, divine what fhould 
befall us in this Age: Whereby we may readily dif- 
cern, that God himfelf is well pleafed with Secrecy. 
And although (for Man’s good) the Lord has been 
pleafed to reveal fome Things, yet it is impoffible at 
any Time to change or alter his Determination, in 
regard whereof the reverend wife Men of ancient 
Times, evermore affected to perform their Intentions 

fecretly. 
WE read that Cato the Cenfor often faid to his 
Friends, that of three Things he had good Reafon 
to repent, if ever he neglected the true Performance 
of all or any one of them: The firft, if he divulged 
any Secret; the fecond, if he adventured on the 
Water when he might ftay on dry Land; and 
thirdly, if he fhould let any Day neglettedly efcape 
him without doing fome good Action. The latter 
two are well worthy of Obfervation ; but the firft 
concerns our prefent Undertaking. Alexander hav- 
ing received divers Letters of great Importance from 
his Mother, after he had read them, in the Prefence 
of none but his dear Friend Epbeftion and himfelf, 
he drew forth his Signet which fealed his moft pri- 
vate Letters, and without fpeaking fet it upon Ephe- 
fiion’s Lips; intimating thereby, that he in whofe 
Bofom 
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Bofom a Man buries his Secrets, fhould have his 
Lips locked up from revealing them. 

Amonc the reft it may not be difagreeable to the 
Reader to perufe the following Story, as told by 
Alius Gellius in his Attich Nights, and by Macro- 
bius in his Saturnals. 

Tue Senators of Rome, at their ufual fitting in 
the Senate-Houfe, had conftituted a Cuftom among 
themfelves, that each Brother Senator who had a 
Son, fhould be admitted with his Father to abide in 
the Senate-Houfe during their fitting, or depart if 
Occafion required; nor was this Favour general, 
but extended only to Noblemens Sons, who were 
tutored in fuch a Manner as enabled them to become 
wife Governors, capable of keeping their own Se- 
crets. About this Time it happened that the Sena- 
tors fat in Confultation of a very important Caufe, fo 
that they ftayed much longer than ufual, and the 
Conclufion referred to the following Day, with ex- 
prefs Charge of Secrecy in the mean Time. Among 
the other Noblemens Sons who had been at this 
weighty Bufinefs, was that faithful Youth the Son of 
the grave Papirius, whofe Family was one of the 
moft noble and illuftrious in all Rome. 

Tue young Lad being come home, his Mother 
(as moft of the Fair-Sex, are highly affected with 
Novelty) intreated him to tell her what ftrange Cafe 
had been that Day debated in the Senate, that had 
Power to detain them fo long beyond their uftal 
Hour: The virtuous and noble Youth courtioufly 

B2 told 
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told her that it was a Bufinefs not in his Power to 
reveal, he being in a folemn Manner commanded to 
Silence: Upon hearing this Anfwer, her Defires be- 
came more earneft in ftricter Enquiries into the Cafe, 
and nothing but Intelligence thereof could any way 
content her : So that firft by fair Speeches and En- 
treaties, with liberal Promifes, fhe endeavoured ‘to 
break open this poor little Cafket of Secrecy: But 
finding thofe Efforts in vain, to Stripes and violent 
Threats was her next Flight; becaufe Force may 
compel, where Lenity cannot. 

_ Tue admired noble Spirit finding a Mother's 
Threats to be very harfh, but her Stripes more bitter 
than any Thing befide ; comparing his Love to her 
as his Mother, with the Duty he owed to his Fa- 
ther; the one mighty, but the other impulfive; he 
lays her and her fond Conceit in one Scale; his Fa- 
ther, his own Honour, and the folemn Injunctions 
to Secrecy, in the other Scale; and finding her in- 
trinfic Weight as being his Mother, but lighter than 
Wind being thus gene out of herfelf. Whetting 
his tender Wit upon the fandy Stone of her edging 
Importunity, to appeafe her, and preferve his own 
Honour by remaining faithful, he thus refolved 
her. 

Mapa, and dear Mother, ‘you may well blame 
the Senate for their long fitting, at leaft for calling 
in Queftion a Cafe fo impertinent; for except the 
Wives of the Senators be admitted to confult there- 
on, there can be no Hope of aConclufion: I fpeak 

this 
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but out of my young Apprehenfion, for I know 
their Gravity may eafily confound me; and yet, 
whether Nature or Duty fo inftru&t me, I cannot 
tell: But to them it feems neceffary, for the Increafe 
of People, and for the public Good, that every Se- 
natur fhould be allowed two Wives ; or otherwife, 
their Wives two Hufbands: I thall hardly under 
one Roof call two Men by the Name of Father; I 
had rather call two Women by the Name of Mother. 
This is the Queftion, Mother ; and To-morrow it 
muft have Determination. 

Tue Mother hearing this, and his feeming un- 
willing to reveal it, took it for infallible Truth: Her 
Blood was quickly fired, and Rage enfued. I need 
not put the Reader in mind that fuch fudden Heats 
feldom admit of Confideration ; but on the contrary, 
hurry the Senfes and Faculties further to Rathnefs, 
and other Follies ; by which they are rendered in- 
capable of doing themfelves fuch good Acticns, or 
Service, as their Cafe often require : So without re- 
quiring any other Counfel, the immediately {ent to 
the other Ladies and Matrons of Rome, to acquaint 
them with this weighty Affair, wherein the Peace 
and Welfare of their whole Lives was fo nearly 
concerned. This melancholy News blew up fuch a 
brain-fick Paffion, that the Ladies imniediately af- 
fembled ; and though (fome falfely fay) that a Parlia- 
ment of Women are very feldom governed by one 
Speaker, yet this Affair being fo urgent, the Hafte 
as pertinent, and the Cafe (on their Behalf ) meerly 


in- 
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indulgent, the revealing Woman muft prolocute for 
herfelf and the reft. And on the next Morning fuch 
a Din was at the fenate Door, for Admiffion to fit 
with their Hufbands in this wonderous Confultation, 
as if all Rome had been in an Uproar, Their Minds 
muft not be known before they have Audience; 
which (though againft all Order) being granted, 
{uch an Oration was made by the Woman Speaker, 
with Requeft that Women might have two Hufbands 
rather than Men two Wives, who could {carcely con- 
tent onc, Gc. Upon the Riddle’s Solution, the noble 
Youth was highly commended for his Fidelity, and 
the Ladies greatly confounded, and departed very 
hkely with -blufhing Cheeks. Neverthelefs, to avoid 
the like Inconveniency for the future, it was deter- 
mined that thence forward they fhould bring their 
Sons no more into the Senate ; only young Papirius, 
who was freely accepted, and his Secrecy and dif- 
creet Policy not only applauded, but himfelf with 
Titles of Honour dignified and rewarded. 

Nor fhould we forget the faithful Anaxarchus 
(as related by P/iny, in his feventh Book and twenty- 
third Chapter) who was taken in order to force his 
Secrets from him, bit his Tongue in the Midft be- 
tween his Teeth, and afterwards threw it in the 
Tyrant’s Face. 

Tue Athenians had a Statue of Brafs, which they 
bowed to; the Figure was made without a Tongue, 
to declare Secrecy thereb 


LIKE- 
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Likewise the Egyptians worthipped Harpecrates, 
the God of Silence ; for which Reafon he is always 
pidtured holding his Finger on his Mouth. 

Tue Romans had a Goddefe of Silence named 
Angerona, which was pictured like Harpocrates, 
holding her Finger on her Mouth, in Token of 
Secrecy. 

Tue Servants of Plancus are much commended, 
becaufe no Torment could make them confefs the 
Secret which their Mafter intrufted them with. 

Likewise the Servant of Cato the Orator was 
cruelly tormented, but nothing could make him re- 
veal the Secrets of his Mafter. 

Quintus Curtius tells us, that the Perfans held it 
as an inviolable Law to punifh moft grievioufly (and 
much more than any other Trefpafs) him that dif 
covered any Secret; for Confirmation thereof, he, 
fays that King. Darius, being vanquifhed by Alexander, 
had made his Efcape fo far as to hide himfelf where 
he thought he might reft fecure ; no Tortures what- 
foever, or liberal Promifes of Recompence, could 
prevail with the faithful Brethren that knew it, or 
compel them to difclofe it to any Perfon: And fur- 
thermore fays, that no Man ought to commit any 
Matter of Confequence to him that cannot truly keep 
a Secret. 

Horace, among his continual Laws, would have 
every Man keep fecret whatfoever was done or faid: 
For this Reafon the Athenians were wont (when 
they met at any Feaft) that the moft ancient among 

them 
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them fhould fhew every Brother the Door whcreat 
they entered, faying, Take Heed that not fo much 
as one Word pafs out from hence, of whatfoever 
fhall here be acted or f{poken. 

Tue firft Thing that Pythagoras taught his Scho- 
lars was to be filent, therefore (for a certain Time) 
he kept them without fpeaking, to the End that 
they might the better Icarn to preferve the valuable 
Secrets he had to communicate to them, and never 
to fpeak but when Time required, expreffing there- 
by that Secrecy was the rareft Virtue: Would toGod 
that the Mafters of our prefent Lodges would put 
the fame in Practice. : 

Arifiotle was demanded what Thing appeared 
eoft difficult to him ; he anfwered, to be fecret and 
filent. 

To this Purpofe St. mbrofe, in his Offices, 
placeth among the principal Foundations of Virtue, 
the patient Gift of Silence. 

Tue wife King Solomon fays.in his Proverbs, that 
a King ought not to drink Wine, becaufe Drunken- 
nefs is an Enemy to Secrecy; and in his Opinion, 
he is not worthy to reign that cannot keep hss own 
Secrets ; he farthermore fays, that he which difcovers 
Secrets is a Traitor, and he. that conceals them is a 
faithful Brother : He likewife fays, that he that re- 
fraineth his Tongue is wife: And again, he that 
keeps his Tongue, keeps his Soul. I could men- 
tion many other Circumftances of the Excellency of 
Secrecy ; and I dare venture to fay that the greateft 

Honour, 
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Honour, Juftice, Truth, and Fidelity, has been al- 
ways found arhongft thofe who could keep their 
own and others Secrets; and this is moft nobly fet 
forth by Horace, who fays: 


The Man refolv’d and fteady to his Truft, 
Inflexible to Ill, and obftinately juft ; 

May the rude Rabble’s Infolence defpife, 

Their fenfelefs Clamours and tumultuous Cries ; 
The Tyrant’s Fiercenefs he beguiles, 

And the ftern Brow and the harth Voice defies, 
And with fuperior Greatnefs fmiles : 

Not the rough Whirlwind, that deforms 
Adria’s black Gulph, and vexes it with Storms ; 
The ftubborn Virtue of his Soul can move: 

Not the red /.:m of angry Jove, 

That flings the Thunder from the Sky, 

And gives it Rage to roar and Strength to fly. 


Should the whole Frame of Nature round him break, 
In Ruin and Confufion hurl’d ; 

He unconcern’d wou’d hear the mighty Crack, 
And ftand fecure amidft a falling World. 


Tuererore I am of Opinion, that if Secrecy and 
Silence be duly confidered, they will be found moft 
neceffary to qualify 2 Man for any Bufinefs of Im- 
portance : If this be granted, I am confident that no 

C Man 
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Man will dare to difpute that Free-Mafons are fupe- 
tior to all other Men, in concealing their Secrets, 
from Times immemorial ; which the Power of Gold, 
that often has betrayed Kings and Princes, and fome- 
times overturned whole Empires, nor the moft cruel 
Punifhments could never extort the Secret (even) 
from the weakeit Member of the whole Frater- 
nity. 

THEREFORE I humbly prefume it will of Confe- 
quence be granted, that the Welfare and Good of 
Mankind was the Caufe or Motive of fo grand an 
Inftitution as Free-Mafonry (no Art yet ever being fo 
extenfively ufeful) which not only tends to protect 
its Members from external Injuries, but to polifh the 
rufty Difpofitions of iniquitous Minds, and alfo to 
detain them within the pleafant Bounds of true Re- 
ligion, Morality, and Virtue ; for fuch are the Pre- 
cepts of this Royal Art, that if thofe who have the 
Honour of being Members thereof would but live 
according to the true Principles of the Ancient Craft, 
every Man that’s endowed with the leaft Spark of 
Honour or Honefty, muft of courfe approve their 
Actions, and confequently endeavour to follow their 
Steps. And although very few or none of the Bre- 
thren arrive to the Sublimity and beautiful Contri- 
vance of Hiram Abif; yet the very Enemies of 
Free-Mafonry muft own, that it is the moft re- 


nowned Society that ever was, is now, or (perhaps) 
ever will be upon Earth; the following true Def- 
cription 
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cription of the Royal Art, will clearly fhew its great 
Ufe to Mankind. 


Wafte and irregular ftill the World had been, 

A Profpe& rude not pleafant to be feen ; 

Inclement Seafons would deftroy Mankind, 

With Dog-Star’s Heat and Winter’s freezing Wind : 
The greedy Savage, whofe Voice to human Ear 
Ungrateful Sound, and fill the Heart with Fear: 
Afpiring Warriors, Who could their Strength withhold ? 
Their daring Infults and Attempts moft bold ? 
Without Mafonry, Our glorious Shicld, 

We to all thofe and many more mutt yicld. 

Hail! mighty ART, theu gracious Gift of FIcaven, 
To aid Mankind by our Creator given : 

It was you alone that gave the Ark its Form, 
Which fav’d the Faithful from the impending Storm ; 
When finful Cowans were grov’ling in the Tide, 
The Mafons Ark triumphantly did ride 

O’er mighty Waves, nor car’d they where it fteer’d 
Till Floods abated and dry Land appear’d : 

On Arrarat’s Mount, after the mighty Storm, 
There ftood their Ark and open’d Lodge in Form ; 
There the Mafon, of his own Accord, 

Built an Altar to the heavenly Lord ; 

Return’d Thanks with offering Sacrifice, 

Which pleas’d Jehovah ; and to himfcit he'cries, 
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I ne’er will curfe the Ground no more, 
Nor {mite the Living as I’ve done before : 
While Earth remain this Bleffing [ll beftow, 
A proper Time when you your Seed may fow ; 
The Harveft-Time to blefs the lab’ring Swain, 
With fruitful Crops for all his Care and Pain : 
Nights, Days, and Seafons fhall furround this Ball, 
Nor fhall they ceafe until the End of all : 
And to confirm my Promife unto thee, 
Amidft the Clouds my Bow a Witnefs be ; 
An heav’nly Arch fhews how God fav’d the Lives 
Of Mafons four, likewife their happy Wives. 
Such are the Bleffings of each Time and Seafon, 
Which God has promis’d to that Mafter-Mafon ; 
By which we fee that mighty Things were done _ 
By this great Art, fince firft the World began. - 
What Mortal living, whether far or near, 
Arcund the Globe within the heavenly Sphere, 
Can name one Art fo much by God approv’d, 
As Mafonry in David whom he lov’d ; 
Witnefs Moriah where God appear’d to Man, 
Ana gave the Prince the holy Temple’s Plan; 
Which Charge wife Solomon after did fulfil, 
By Tyre’s Aid and Hiram’s mighty Skill. 
This is the Art that did the World excel, 
And pleas’d the Lord of Hofts ta come and dwell 

Amongt 
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Amongft the Mafons ; who did the Temple frame, 
To worfhip God and keep his facred Name. 

By Mafons Art afpiring Domes appear, 
Where God is worfhip’d ftill in Truth and Fear : 
By Mafons Art the greedy Miler’s Breatt, 
(Tho’ Iron-bound, impenetrable as his Cheft) 
Compaffion feels and values not his Store, 
And freely gives what he ne’er thought before : 
By Mafons Art the injurious Tongue doth fall 
B:fore the Throne, when awful Silence call : 
By Mafons Art the Wings of loofe Defire, 
Are foon clipt fhort and cannot foar no higher ; 
The lafcivious Mind the Ancient Craft reftrain, 
From immodeft Bents, unlawful and profane : 
By Mafons Art the puny foppifh Afs, 
(Mankind’s Difgrace, and Sport of ev’ry Lafs) 
Soon quits his Folly, and more wifer grown, 
Looks on himfelf as one before unknown; 
By Mafons Art the proud Enfigns of State, 
(Ambition’s Nurs’ry, and her lofty Seat) 
Are deemed vain and ufelefs Toys, 
Free-Mafons prize more folid Joys, 


But methinks I hear fome of my Readers fay, 
furely if Free-Mafonry be fuch as it is here repre~ 
fented, the Brotherhood moft certainly are the hap- 
pieft Men living ; and vet, on the contrary, we often 

miect

meet fome very miferable, others very great Knaves, 
and a number of ignorant, illiterate, ftupid Fools of 
the Society ; or at leaft would endeavour to make the 
World believe fo. This fhall be duly confidered, 
and anfwered, in its proper Place hereafter. In the 
mean Time I am well affured, that none but Stran- 
gers to the Craft, and ungenerous Enemies to good 
Society, will doubt the Veracity of what is here in- 
ferted concerning Free-Mafonry. And for further 
Satisfaction to my female Readers, and fuch of the 
male Sex as have not the Honour of being initiated 
into the Myftery, I here beg Leave to treat of the 
Principles of the Craft (fo far as comes under the 
Limitation of my Pen) which I hope will meet with 
a juft Admiration, becaufe they are founded upon 
Religion, Morality, Brotherly-Love, and good Fel- 
lowfhip. 

A Mason is obliged by his Terure to believe 
firmly in the true Worthip of the eternal God, as 
well as in all thofe facred Records which the Digni- 
taries and Fathers of the Church have compiled and 
publifhed for the Ufe of all good Men: So that no 
one who rightly underftands the Art, can poffibly 
tread in the irreligious Paths of the unhappy Liber- 
tine, or be induced to follow the arrogant Profeffors 
of Atheifm or Deifm; neither is he to be {tained 
with the grofs Errors of blind Superftition, but may 
have the Liberty of embracing what Faith he {hall 
think proper, provided at all Times he pays a due 

Re- 
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Reverence to his Creator, and by the World deals 
with Honour and Honefty, ever making that golden 
Precept the Standard-Rule of his Actions, which 
engages, To do unto all Men as he would they 
fhould do unto him: For the Craft, inftead of en- 
tering into idle and unneceffary Difputes concerning 
the different Opinions and Perfuafions of Men, ad- 
mits into the Fraternity all that are good and true ; 
whereby it hath brought about the Means of Re- 
conciliation amongft Perfons, who, without that Af- 
fiftance, would have remained at perpetual Vari- 
ance. 

A Mason is a Lover of Quiet ; is always fubject 
to the civil Powers, provided they do not infringe 
upon the limited Bounds of Religion and Reafon : 
And it was never yet known, that a real Craftfman 
was concerned in any dark Plot, Defigns, or Con- 
trivances againft the State, becaufe the Welfare of 
the Nation is his peculiar Care; fo that from the 
higheft to the loweft Step of Magiftracy due Regard 
and Deference is paid by him. 

Bur as Mafonry hath at feveral Times felt the 
injurious Effeéts of War, Bloodfhed, and Devafta- 
tion, it was a ftronger Engagement to the Craftf- 
men to act agreeable to the Rules of Peace and 
Loyalty, the many Proofs of which Behaviour hath 
occafioned the ancient Kings and Powers to protect 
and defend them. But if a Brother fhould be fo far 
unhappy as to rebel againft the State, he would mect 


with 
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with no Countenance from his Fellows ; nor would 
they keep any private Converfe with him, whereby 
the Government might have Caufe to be jealous, or 
take the leaft Umbrage. 

A Mason, in Regard to himfelf, is carefully to 
avoid all Manner of Intemperance or Excefs, which 
might obftruct him in the Performance of the ne- 
ceffary Duties of his laudable Profeffion, or lead him 
into any Crimes which would reflect Dithonour upon 
the ancient Fraternity. 

He is to treat his Inferiors as he would have his 
Superiors deal with him, wifely confidering that the 
Original of Mankind is the fame; and though Ma- 
fonry divefts no Man of his Honour, yet does the 
Craft admit that ftrictly to purfue the Paths of Vir- 
tue, whereby a clear Confcience may be preferved, 
is the only Method to make any Man noble. 

A Mason is to be fo far benevolent, as never to 
fhut his Ear unkindly to the Complaints of wretched 
Poverty; but when a Brother is oppreffed by Want, 
he is in a peculiar Manner to liften to his Sufferings 
with Attention ; in Confequence of which, Pity 
muft flow from his Breaft, and Relief without Pre- 
judice according to his Capacity. 

A Mason is to pay due Obedience to the Au- 
thority of his Mafter and prefiding Officers, and to 
behave himfelf meekly amongft his Brethren ; nei- 
ther neglecting his ufual Occupation for the Sake of 
Company. in running from cne Lodge to another ; 

nor 
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nor quarrel with the ignorant Multitude, for thcir 
rediculous Afperfions concerning it: But at his lei- 
fure Hours he is required to ftudy the Arts and 
Sciences with a diligent Mind, that he may not oniy 
perform his Duty to his great Creator, but alfo to 
his Neighbour and himfelf: For to walk humbly in 
the Sight of God, to do Juftice, and love Mercy, 
are the certain Charaéteriftics of a Real Free and 
Accepted Ancient Mafon : Which Qualifications I 
humbly hope they will poffefs to the End of Time ; 
and I dare venture to fay, that every true Brother 
will join with me in, Amen. 


Tue Benefits arifing from a ftri€t Obfervance of 
the Principles of the Craft, are fo apparent that I 
muft believe every good Man would be fond to 
profefs and practife the fame ; becaufe thofe Princi- 
ples tend to promote the Happinefs of Life, as they 
are founded on the Bafis of Wifdom and Virtue. 

In the firft Place; our Privileges and Inftruc- 
tions, when rightly made Ufe of, are not only pro- 
duétive of our Welfare on this Side of the Grave, 
but even our eternal Happinefs hereafter. 

For the Craft is founded on fo folid a Bafis that 
it will never admit Blafphemy, Lewdnefs, Swearing, 
Evil-Plotting, or Controverfy ; and tho’ they are not 
all of the fame Opinion in Matters of Faith, yet they 
are ever in one Mind in Matters of Mafonry ; that is, 
to labour juftly, not to eat any Man’s Bread for 

Nought, 
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Nought, but to the utmoft of our Capacity to love 
and ferve each other, as Brethren of the fame Houf- 
hold ought to do: Wifely judging, that it is as great 
an Abfurdity in one Man to quarrel with another be- 
caufe he will not believe as he does, as it would be 
in him to be angry becaufe he was not exactly of 
the fame Size and Countenance, &c. 

THEREFORE to afford Succour to the Diftreffed, 
to divide our Bread with the induftrious Poor, and 
to put the mifguided Traveller into his Way, are 
Qualifications inherent in the Craft and fuitable to its 
Dignity, and fuch as the worthy Members of that 
great Body have at all Times ftrove with indefatigable 
Pains to accomplith. 

Tuese and fuch like Benefits, arifing from a ftri@ 
Obfervance of the Principles of the Craft (as Num- 
bers of Brethren have lately experienced) if duly 
confidered, will be found not only to equal but to 
exceed any Society in being. 

Ir fo, the worthy Members of this great and moft 
ufeful Society, can never be too careful in the Elec- 
tion of Members; I mean, a thorough Knowledge 
of the Character and Circumftance of a Candidate 
that begs to be initiated into the Myftery of Free- 
Mafonry. 

Upon this depends the Welfare or Deftruction 
of the Craft; for as Regularity, Virtue, and Con- 
cord, are the only Ornaments of human Nature, 
(which is often too, prone to act in different Capaci- 

ties) 
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ties) fo that the Happinefs of Life depends, in a 
great Meafure, on our own Election and a prudent 
Choice of thofe Steps. 

For human Society cannot fubfift without Con- 
cord, and the Maintenance of mutual good Oji- 
ces; for, like the working of an Arch of Stone, it 
would fall to the Ground provided one Piece did net 
properly fupport another. 

In former Times every Man (at his Requeft) was 
not admitted into the Craft, (tho’ perhaps of a good 
and moral Reputation) nor allowed to fhare the Be- 
nefits of our ancient and noble Inftitution, unlefs he 
was endued with fuch Skill in Mafonry, as he might 
thereby be able to improve the Art, either in Plan or 
Workmanhhip ; or had fuch an Affluence of For- 
tune as fhould enable him to employ, honour, and 
protect the Craftfmen. 

I would not be un-lerftood, by this, to mean that 
no reputable Tradefmen fhould receive any of our 
Benefits ; but, on the contrary, am of Opinion that 
they are valuable Members of the Commonwealth, 
and often have proved themfelves real O:naments to 
Lodges. 

Tuose whom I aim at, are the miferable Wretches 
of Low-Life, (often introduced by excluded Men *) 

D 2 fome 


* That is, Men excluded from their Lcdges for Mifdemea- 
nors, &c. who (finding themfelves deemed unworthy of fo noble 
a Society) ftill endeavour to make the reft of Mankind believe, 
that they are good and true, and have full Power and Authority 

to 
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fome of whom can neither read nor write ; and when 
(by the Affiftance ot Mafonry) they are admitted in- 
to the Company of their Betters, they too often act 
beyond their Capacities; and under Pretence of 
fearching for Knowledge, they fall into Scenes of 
Gluttony or Drunkennefs, and thereby negle¢t their 
neceflary Occupation and injure their poor Families, 
who imagine they have a juft Caufe to pour out all 
their Exclamations and Invectives againft the whole 
Body of Free-Mafonry, without confidering or know- 
ing that our Conftitutions and Principles are quite 
oppofite to fuch bafe Proceedings. 

Heke [think it neceffary to put in a Word of 
Advice to {ome who may have an Inclination to be- 
come Members of this ancient and honourable So- 
ciety: Firft, they are to underfland that no Man 
crn be made a regular Free-Mafon, but fuch as are 
frec irom Bondage, of mature Age, upright in Body 
and Limbs, and endued with the neceffary Senfes of 
a Man: This has bcen the general Cuftom of Ma- 
fons, in all Ages and Nations, throughout the known 
World. 

To 


to admit, enter, and make Free-Mafons, when and wherefoever 
they pleafe, &c. Thefe Traders, (though but few in Number) 
affociate together, and for any mean Confideration admit any 
Perfon to what little they know of the Craft. Little I fay, for I 
honefily aflure my Readers, that no Man who rightly underftands 
the Craft, can be fo blind as to trample over its ancient Land- 
marks ; therefore all Victuallers, &¢ ought to be very cautious 
of entertaining fuch, from whom neither Benefit nor Credit can 
be expcRed, See New Regulation, VILL 
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To this I beg Leave to add a Word or two: The 
Perfons to whom I now fpeak, are Men of fome 
Education, and an honeft Character; but in low 
Circumftances : I fay, let them firft confider their 
Income and Family, and know that Free-Mafonry 
requires Ability, Attendance, and a good Appear- 
ance, to maintain and fupport its ancient and ho- 
nourable Grandeur. I could fay a great deal more 
on this Point, but I think the Regulations are fuf- 
ficient, and therefore refer the Reader to the Perufal 
of them. 

Tue next Thing to be confidered is the Choice of 
Officers to rule and govern the Lodge, according to 
the ancient and wholefome Laws of our Conftitution ; 
and this is a Matter of great Concern, for the Offi- 
cers of a Lodge are not only bound to advance and 
promote the Welfare of their own particular Lodge, 
but alfo whatfoever may tend to the Good of the 
Fraternity in general. 

THEREFORE no Man ought to be nominated or 
put in fuch Election, but fuch as by his known Skill 
and Merit, is deemed worthy of Performance, viz. 
He mutt be well acquainted with all the private and 
public Rules and Orders of the Craft; he ought to 
be ftri@ly honeft, humane of Nature, patient in In- 
juries, modeft in Converfation, grave in Counfel and 
Advice, and (above all) conftant in Amity and faith- 
ful in Secrecy. 


Sucre 
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Sucn Candidates well deferve to be chofen the 
Rulers and Governors of their refpective Lodges, to 
whom the Members are to be courteous and obe- 
dient, and, by their wife and ancient Dictates, may 
jearn to difpife the over-covetous, impatient, conten- 
tious prefumptious, arrogant, and conceited Prattlers, 
the Bane of human Society. 

Here I cannot forbear faying, that I have known 
Men whofe Intentions were very honeft, and with- 
out any evil defign commit great Errors, and fome- 
times been the Deftruction of good Lodges; and 
this occafioned by their Brethren hurrying them in- 
difcreetly into Offices, whercin their flender Know- 
ledge of Mafonry rendered them incapable of exe- 
cuting the Bufinefs committed to their Charge, to 
the great Detriment of the Craft and their own 
Difhonour. 

AmoncsT the Qualities and Principles of the 
Craft, I have given a Hint concerning the Behaviour 
of a Mafon in the Lodge, to which I beg he may 
add the few following Lines, vzz. he is to pay due 
Refpect, aad be obedient (in all reafonable Matters) 
to the Mafter and prefiding Officers: He muft not 
curfe, fwear, nor offer to lay Wagers; nor ufe any 
Jewd or unbecoming Language, in Derogation of 
GOD’s Name, and Corruption of good Manners; 
nor behave him(elf ludicroufly, nor jeftingly, while 
the Lodge is engaged in what is ferious and folemn: 
Neither is he to introduce, fupport, nor mention any 


Dif- 
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Difpute or Controverfy about Religion or Polit'cks ; 
nor force any Brother to eat, drink, or ftay againit 
his Inclination ; nor do or fay any Thing that may 
be offenfive, or hinder a free and innocent Conver- 
{ation ; leaft he fhould break the good Harmony, and 
defeat the laudable Defigns and Purpofes, of the an- 
cient and honourable Fraternity. 

Anp I honeftly recommend Free-Mafonry, as the 
moft fovereign Medicine to purge out the above, or 
fuch other Vices; and regular Lodges, as the only 
Seminaries where Men (in the moft pleafant and 
cleareft Manner) may hear, underftand, and learn 
their Duty to God; and alfo to their Neighbours, 
And this without the Multiplicity of {pitetul and 
malicious Words, long Arguments, or fierce De- 
bates ; which have been made Ufe of, among mif- 
taken Mortals, upwards of a thoufand Years paft: 
And inftead of uniting Men in one facred Band (as 
the Servants of God, and Brethren of the fame Houf- 
hold) have divided them into as many different Opi- 
nions, as there were (not only Languages, but even) 
Men at the Confufion of Badel. 

As to the Behaviour of the Brethren when out of 
Lodge, I hope the fhort Space between each Lodge- 
Night will not admit of Forgetfulnefs of the De- 
cency and good Decorum obferved in the Lodge, 
which may ferve them as an unerring Rule for their 
Behaviour and Condué¢t in all other Companies and 
Places ; and like the worfhipful difcreet Mafter of a 

Lodge, 
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Lodge, rule, govern, and inftru& their Families at 
home in the Fear of God and Love of their Neigh- 
bours, while they themfelves imitate the Member’s 
Obedience, Gc. in paying due Refpect to their Su- 
periors. 


Tuese few Hints may ferve to put the Brethren 
in Mind of the Duty incumbent on them as Free- 
Mafons ; and likewile, how to behave themfelves in 
fuch a Manner as may be acceptable to God, agree- 
able to the Principles of Mafonry, and much to 
their own Honcur: But for further Satisfaction to 
my Readers in general, I fhall here infert the feve- 
ral old Charges of Free and Accepted Mafons. 
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CHARGE I 
Concerning GOD and RELIGION. 


sisteresee MASON is obliged by his Tenure to 
+a me obferve the moral Law as a true Noa- 
> cuipa*; and if he rightly underftands 
ireterets the Craft, he will never be a ftupid 
Atheift nor an irreligious Libertine, nor act againft 

Confcience. 
In antient Times, the Chriftian Mafons were 
eharged to comply with the Chriftian Ufages of each 
E Country 


Sons of Noah, the firlt Name of Free-Mafons. 
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Country where they travelled or worked ; being 
tound in all Nations, even of divers Religions. 

Tuey are generally charged to adhere to that 
Religion in which all Men agree (leaving each Bro- 
ther to his own particular Opinion) ; that is, to be 
good Men and true, Men of Honour and Honetty,. 
by whatever Names, Religions, or Perfuafions they 
may be diftinguifhed ; for they all agree in the three 
great Articles of Noah, enough to preferve the Ce- 
ment of the Lodge. 

Tuus Mafonry is the Center of their Union, and 
the happy Means of confiliating Perfons that other- 
wife muft have remained at a perpetual Diftance. 


CHARGE IL 


Of the Cryin Macissrate, fupreme 
and fubordinate. 


MASQN mutt Se a peaceable Subject, never 

to be concerned in Plots againft the State, ner 
difrefpectful to inferior Magiftrates. Of old, Kings, 
Princes, and States, encouraged the Fraternity for 
their Loyalty, whoever flourifhed moft in Times of 
Peace; but though a Brother is not to be counte- 
nanced in his Rebellion againft the State, yet, if 
convicted of no other Crime, his Relation to the 
Lodge remains indefeatible. 


CHARGE 
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CHAR GE — Wi, 
Concerning a@ L O D G E, 


JA Lodge is & Place where Mafons meet to work 
. in; hence the Ariembly, or organized Body 
of Free-Mafons, is called a Lodge; jutt as the Word 
‘Church, is expreffive both of the Congregation and 
‘the Place of Worfhip. 

Every Brother ‘fhould belong to fome particular 
Lodge, and cannot be abfent without incurring Cen- 
dure, if not neceffarily detained. 

Tur Men made Matons muft be free-born (or no 
Bondmen), of mature Age, and of good Report ; 
hail and found, not deformed or difmembered, at 
the Time of their making; but noWoman, no 
Eunuch. 

Wuen Men of Quality, Eminence, Wealth, and 
Learning, apply to be made, they are to be refpect- 
fully accepted, after due Examination ; for tuch often 
prove good Lords (or Founders) ot Work, aud will 
not employ Cowans when true Mafons:can be had 5 
they alto make the beft Officers of Lodges, and the 
deft Defigners, to the Honour and Strength of the 
Lodge; nay, from among them the Fraternity can 
have a Noble Granp-Master ; but thofe Brethren 
are equally fubject to the Charges and Regulations, 
except in what more immediately concerns Operative 
Maions. 


E2 CHARGE 
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CHARGE IV. 
Of Masters, Warpens, Fettows, and 
APPRENTICES. 


LL Preferments among Mafons, is grounded 
upon real Worth and perfonal Merit only, not 
upon Seniority. No Matter fhould take an Appren- 
tice that is not the Son of honeft Parents, a perfect 
Youth pwithout Maim or Defeét in his Body, and 
capable of learning the Myfteries of the Art; that 
1o the Lords (or Founders) may be well ferved, and 
the Cratt not deipifed ; and that when of Age and 
expert, he may become an Entered Apprentice, or 
a Free-Maton of the loweft Degree ; and upon his 
Improvements, a Fellow-Craft and a Mafter-Mafon, 
capable to undertake the Lord’s Work. 

Tue Wardens are chofen from among the Mafter- 
Mafons, and no Brother can be a Matter of a Lodge 
till he has acted as Warden fomewhere, except in 
extraordinary Cafes, or when a Lodge is to be form- 
ed, and none fuch to be had, for then three Mafter- 
Matons, tho’ never Mafters nor Wardens of Lodges 
before, may be conftituted Mafter and Wardens of 
that new Lodge. 

Bur no Number, without three Mafter-Mafons, 
can form a Lodge; and none can be the Grand 
Mafter, or a Grand Warden, who has not acted as 
the Matter of 2 particular Lodge. 


CHIARGE 
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CHA RG EUYN, 
Of the Management of the Carry iz 
Working. 


LL Mafons fhould work hard and honeftly on 
+ working Days, that they may live reputably 
and appear in a decent and becoming Manner on 
Hollidays ; and likewife the working Hours appoint. 
ed by Law, or confirmed by Cuftom, thall be ob- 
ferved. 

A Mafter-Mafon only muft be the Surveyor or 
Matter of the Work, who fhall undertake the Lord’; 
Work reafonably, fhall truly difpend his Goods as 
if they were his own, and fhall noggive more Wages 
than juft, to any Fellow or Apprentice. 

Tue Wardens fhall be true both to Mafter and 
Fellows, taking Care of all Things both within an. 
without the Lodge, efpecially in the Matters Ab- 
fence; and their Brethren thall obey them. 

Tue ‘Matter and the Matons thall faithfully finith 
the Lord’s Work, whether Tafk or Journey; nor 
fhall they take the Work at Tatk, which hath been 
accuftomed to Journcy. 

None fhall fhow Envy at a Brother's Prafperity ; 
nor fupplant him, nor put him out of his Work, if 
capable to finifh it. 

Att Mafons fhall meekly receive their Wages 
without murmuring or Mutiny, and not desert the 

Matter 
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Nailer tilt the Lord’s Work is finifhed ; they nut 
avoid ‘11 Language, calling each other Brother or 
Fellow with much Courtefy, both within and with- 
out the Lodge; they thall inftruét a younger Brother 
to become bright 2nd expert, that the Lord’s Ma- 
terials may not be ipeiled. 

Bu Free and Accepted Mafons fhall not allow 
Cowans to work with them, nor fhall they be em~- 
ployed by Cowans without ar urgent Neceflity; and 
even in that Cafe they muft not teach Cowans, but 
mutt have a feparate Communication ; no Labourer 
fhall be ernployed in the proper Work of Free- 
Mafons. 


CHARGE VI. 
Concerning M AS ONS Benaviour. 


1. Bebaviour in the Lodge before clofing. 

OU mutt not hold private Committees, or {e- 
parate Converiation, without Leave from the 
Mafter; nor talk of any Thing impertinent, nor in- 
terrupt the Mafter or Warden, or any other Brother 
{peaking to the Chair ; nor act ludicroufly while the 
Lodge is engaged in what is ferious and folemn ; 
but you are to pay due Reverence to the Matter, 

Wardens, and Fellows, and put them to worfhip. 
Every Brother found guilty of a Fault, fhall ftand 
to the Award of the Lodge, unlefs he appeals to. the 
Grand Lodge, or unlefs a Lord’s Work is retarded ; 


for then 2 particular Reference may be made. 
No 
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No private Piques, no Quarrels about Nations, 
Families, Religions, or Politics, muit be brought 
within the Doors of the Lodge ; for as Mafons, we 
are of the oldeft Catholic Religion, before hinted , 
and of all Nations upon the Square, Level, and 
Plumb ; and like our Predeceffors in all Ages, we 
are refolved againft political Difputes, as contrary to 
the Peace and Welfare of the Lodge. 


2. Behaviour after the Lodge is cloftd, and the 
Brethren not gone. 


You may enjoy yourfelves with innocent Mirth, 
treating one another according to Ability, but avoid- 
ing all Excefs ; not forcing a Brother to cat or drink, 
beyond his own Inclination (according to the old 
Regulation of King hafuerus), nor hinder him 
from going home when he pleafes; for though attcr 
Lodge-Hours you are like other Men, yct the Blame 
of your Excefs may be thrown upon the Fraternity, 
though unjuftly. 


3. Behaviour at meeting without Strangers, bit 
not ina forned Lidge. 

You are to falute one another as you have been, 
or fhall be, inftructed ; freely communicating [iints 
of Knowledge, but without ditcloting Secrets, un- 
lefs to thofe that have given long Provf ef their Ta. 
citurnity and Honour, and without derogating from 
the Refpect due to any Brother, were he not a in- 
fon ; for though ail Brothers. and Fellows are upon 

the 
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the Level, yet Mafonry divefts no Man of the Ho- 
nour that was due to him before he was made a Ma- 
fon, or that fhall become his Due afterwards; nay, 
it rather adds to his Refpeét, teaching us to give 
Honour to whom it is due, efpecially to a noble or 
eminent Brother, whom we fhould diftinguifh from 
all of his Rank and Station, and ferve him readily, 
according to our Ability. 


4. Behaviour in the Prefence of Strangers, ne: 
Mafons. 

You muft be cautious in your Words, Carriage, 
and Motions ; fo that the moft penetrating Stranger 
may not be able to difcover what is not proper to be 
intimated : And the impertinent or enfnaring Que- 
ftions, or ignorant Difcourfe of Strangers, muft be 
prudently managed by Free-Mafons. 


5- Behaviour at home, and in your Neghbaur 
kod, 

Masons ought to be moral Men, as above charg- 
ed; confequently good Hufbands, good Parents, good 
Sons, and good Neighbours ; not flaying too long 
from home, and avoiding all Excefs ; yet wile Men 
too, for certain Reafons known to them. 


6. Bebavieur towards a Sereign Brother, o 
Stranger. 

You are cautioufly to examine him, as Prudence 
thall dire&t you, that you may not be impoted on by 
a Pre- 
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a Pretender, whom you are to reject with Derition, 
and beware of giving him any Hints ; but if you 
difcover him to be true and faithful, you are to re- 
fpe&t him as a Brother, and if in Want you ir: co 
relieve him if you can, or elfe dire&t him ho,, ae 
may be relieved: You muft employ him if you can, 
or elfe recommend him to be employed; but you 
are not charged to do beyond your Ability. 


7. Behaviour bebind a Brother's Back, as well as 
before his Face. 


Free and Accepted Mafons have ever been charg- 
ed, to avoid all Manner of flandering and backbiting 
of true and faithful Brethren, or talking difrefpeét- 
fully of a Brother’s Performance or Perfon, and all 
Malice or unjuft Refentment; nay, you muit sot 
fuffer any others to reproach an honeft Brothei, but 
defend his Character as far as is confiftent with Ho- 
nour, Safety, and Prudence ; though no farther. 


CHARGE VII. 
Concerning LAW-SUITS, 


EF a Brother do you Injury, apply firft to your own 

or his Lodge, and if you are not fasued vou 
may appeal to the Grand Lodge; bit you mutt re 
ver take a legal Courfe, till the Cauie can:o: be 
otherwife decided ; for if the Atiur is only 'wveen 
Majons, and about Maionry, Law-Suits ovzat to be 


I pre- 
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prevented by the good Advice of prudent Brethren, 
who are the beft Referees of Differences. 

Bur if that Reference is either impracticable or 
unfuccefsful, and the Affair muft be brought into the 
Courts of Law or Equity; yet ftill you muft avoid 
all Wrath, Malice, and Rancour in carrying on the 
Suit ; not faying or doing any thing that may hinder 
the Continuance or Renewal of brotherly Love and 
Friendfhip, which is the Glory and Cement of this 
ancient Fraternity; that we may fhew to all the 
World the benign Influence of Mafonry, as ail wife, 
true, and faithful Brethren have done from the Be- 
ginning of Time, and will do till Archite€ture fhall 


be diffolved in the general Conflagration. Amen | 
So mote it be!

¥ KOU are now admitted (by the unanimous 
¥ y & Content of our Lodge) a Fellow of our 
re moft ancient and honourable Society ; an- 
cient, as having fubfifted from 'Time immemurial ; 
and honourable, as tending in every Particular to 
render a Man fo who will be but conformable to its 
glorious Precepts: The greateft Monarchs in all 
Ages, as well of 4fa and Africa as of Europe, have 
been Encouragers of the Royal Art; and many of 
them have prefided as Granp-Masters over the 
Mafons in their refpective Territories, not thinking 
it any leflening to their Imperial Dignities, to level 

F 2 them- 
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them‘elves with their Brethren in Mafonry, and to 
act 2° they did. 

Tue World’s great Architect is our Supreme Maf- 
ter; and the unerring Rule he has given us, is that 
by which we work ; religious Difputes 2:c never fuf- 
fered within the Ledge, for as Mafons we only pur- 
fuc the univerfal Religion, or the Religion of Na- 
ture; this is the Cement which unites the moft diffe- 
rent Principles in one facred Bund, and brings toge- 
ther thofe who were the moft diftant from one an- 
cther. 

THERE are three general Heads of Duty which 
Majons ought aiways to inculcate, vz. to GOD, 
our Neighbour, and ourfelves ; to GOD, in never 
mentioning his Name but with that reverential Awe 
which a Creature ought to bear to his Creator, 
and to look upon him aiways as the Swmmum Bonum 
which we came into the Wurld to enjoy, and accord- 
ing to that View to regulate all our Purfuits ; to our 
Neighbours, in acting upon the Square, or doing as 
we would be done by; to ourfelves, in avoiding all 
Intemperarce and Excefles, whereby we may be ren- 
dered incapable of following our Work, or Ied into 
Behaviour unbecoming our jaudable Profeffion, and 
always keeping within due Bounds and free from all 
Pollution. 

In the State, a Mafon is to behave as a peaceable 
and dutiful St:yjet, conforming chearfully to the 
Government uncer which he lives, 


Tie 
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He is to pay a due Deference to his Superiors , 
and from his Inferiors he is rather to receive Honour, 
with fome Reluétance, than to extort it: He is to be 
a Man of Benevolence and Charity, not fitting down 
contented while his Fellow-Creaturecs (but much 
more his Brethren) are in Want, when it is in his 
Power (without prejudicing himfelf or Family) to 
relieve them. 

In the Lodge he is to behave with all due Deco- 
rum, leaft the Beauty and Harmony thereof fhowld 
be difturbed or broke: He is to be obedient to the 
Master and the prefiding Officers, and to apply 
himfelf clofely to the Bufinefs of Mafonry, that he 
may the fooner become a Proficient therein, both for 
his own Credit and for that of the Lodge. 

He is not to neglect his own neceffary Avoca- 
tions * for the Sake of Mafonry, nor to involve him- 
felf in Quarrels with thofe who through Ignorance 
may {peak Evil of or ridicule it. 

He is to be-aLover of the Arts and Sciences, 
and is to take all Opportunities to improve himéfel? 
therein. 


* Here you are to underftand that a Mafon ought not to be- 
long to a Number of Lodges at one Time, nor run from Lodge 
to Lodge ; or otherwitfe, after Mafons or Mafonry, whereby his 
Bufinefs or Family may be neglected; but yet every Mafon is fub- 
ject to all the Bye-Laws of his Lodge, which he is ftriétly and 
conftantly to obey; — for the Attendance and Dues of one Lodge, 
can never prejudice neither him nor his Faniily,

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Ir he recommends a Friend to be made a Mafon, 
he mutt vouch him to be fuch as he really believes will 
conform to the aforefaid Duties, leaft, by his Mif- 
conduct at any Time, the Lodge fhould pafs under 
fome evil Imputations. 


NoTHING can prove more fhocking to alt faithful 
Mafons, than to fee any of their Brethren profane or 
break through the facred Rules of their Order ; and 
fuch as can do it, they with had never been ad- 
mitted.

Conftituting a Lodge. 


New Lodge, for avoiding many Ifregula- 
ay: ities, fhould be folemnly conftituted by the 
Grand-Mafter, with his Deputy and War- 
dens; or, in the Grand-Mafter’s Abfence, the De- 
puty acts for his Worfhip, the fenior Grand-Warden 
as Deputy, the junior Grand-Warden as the fenior, 
and the prefent Mafter of a Lodge as the junior: Or 
if the Deputy is alfo abfent, the Grand-Mafter may 
depute either of his Grand-Wardens, who can ap- 
point others to act as Grand-Wardens, pro cempore. 
Tue Lodge being opened, and the Candidates or 
‘new Mafter and Wardens being yet among the Fel- 
low-Crafts, the Grand-Mafter fhall afk his-Deputy 
if 
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if he has examined them, and whether he finds the 
Mafter well {killed in the Noble Science and the 
Royal Art, and duly inftructed in our Myfteries, Ge. 
the Deputy anfwering in the affirmative, thall (by 
the Grand-Mafter’s Order) take the Candidate from 
among his F ellows, and prefent him to the Grand- 
Mafter, faying, Right Worfhipful Grand-Mafter, the 
Brerbren here defire to be formed into a regular Lodge; 
and I prefent my worthy Brother, A.B. to be (in- 
fte’. d) their Mafter, whom I know to be of good 
iitorals and great Skill, true and trufty, and a Lover 
of the whole Fraternity, whercfoever difperfed over the 
Face of the Earth. 

TueEn the Grand-Mafter placing the Candidate on 
his Left-Hand, and having afked and obtained the 
unanimous Confent of the Brethren, fhall fay (after 
fome ciner Ceremonies and Expreffions that cannot 
be written), I confiitute and form thefe good Brethren 
into a new regular Lodge, and appoint you, Brother 
A\B. the Mafter of it, not doubting of your Capacity 
and Care to preferve the Cement of the Lodge, &c. 

Upon this the Deputy, or fome other Brother for 
him, fhall rehearfe the Charge of a Mafter; and the 
Grand-Mafter fhall afk the Candidate, faying, Do 
you fubmit to thefe Charges as Mafters have done in all 
Ages? And the new Mafter fignifying his cordial 
Submiffion thereto, the Grand-Matfter fhall, by certain 
fignificant Ceremonies and ancient Ufages, inftall 
him and prefent him with his Warrant, tle Book of 

of 
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Conftitutions, the Lodge-Book, and the Inftruments 
of his Office, one after another ; and after each of 
them the Grand-Mafter, his Deputy, or fome Bro- 
ther for him, fhall rehearfe the fhort and pithy 
Charge that is fuitable to the Thing pretert. 

Next, the Members of this new Lodze, bowing 
altogether to the Grand-Mafter, fhall return his 
Worthip their Thanks (according to the Cuftom of 
Matters) and fhall immediately do Homage to their 
new Matter, and (as faithful Craftsmen) fignify their 
Promife of Subjeétion and Obedience to him by 
ufual Congratulations. 

THE Deputy and Grand-Wardens, and any other 
Brethren that are not Members of this new Lodge, 
fhall next congratulate the new Mia uiter, and he fhall 
return his becoming Acknow ledgments (as Mafter- 
Mafons), firft to the Grand-Mafter and grand Off- 
cers, and to the reft in their Order. 

Tuen the Grand-Mafter orders the new Matter 
to enter immediately upon the Exercife of his Office, 
and, calling forth his fenior Warden, a Fellow-Craft 
(Mafter-Mafon) prefents him to the Grand-Mafter 
for his Worfhip’s Approbation, and to the new Lodge 
for their Confent ; upon which the fenior or junior 
Grand-Warden, or fome Brother for him, fhall re- 
hearfe the Charge of a Warden, Gc. of a private 
Lodge; and, he fignifying his cordial Submiffion 
thereto, the new Mafter fhall prefent him fingly with 
the feveral Inftruments of his Office, and, in ancient 

G Manner 
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Manner and due Form, inftall him in his proper 
Place. 

In like Manner the new Matter thall call forth 
his junior Warden, who fhall be a Mafter-Mafon, 
and preicnted (as above) to the junior Grand- 
Warden, or fome other Brother in his ftead, and 
fhall in the above Manner be inftalled in his proper 
Place; and the Brethren of this new Lodge fhall 
fignify their Obedience to theie new Wardens, by 
the ufual Congratulations due to Wardens. 

Tue Grand-Mafter then gives all the Brethren 
Joy of their Mafter and Wardens, &c, and recom- 
mends Harmony, &c. hoping their only Contention, 
will be a laudable Emulation in cu:tivating the Royal 
Art, and the Social Virtues. 

Tuen the Grand-Secretary, or fome Brother for 
him, (by the Grand-Mafter’s Order) in the Name of 
the Grand Lodge, declares and proclaims this new 
Lodge duly conftituied N2, Ge. 

Upon which all the new Lodge together (after 
the Cuftom of Matters) return their hearty and fin- 
cere Thanks for the Honcur of this Conftitution. 

Tue Grand-Mafter alfo orders the Grand-Secretary 
to regifter this new Lodge in the Grand Lodge-Book, 
and to notify the {ame to the other particular Lodges ; 
and, after {ome other ancient Cuftoms and Demon- 
ftrations of Joy and SatisfaGion, he orders the fenior 
Grand-Warden to clote the Lodge.

Mount, and entered into his Tent, Aaron went to vifit him; and 
Mofes acquainted Aaron with the Laws he had received from Gop, 
together with the Explanation of them: After this daron placed 
himfelf at the Right-Hand of Mofes, and Eleazar and Ithamar 
(the Sons of Aaron) were admitted, to whom Mofes repeated what 
he had juft-before told to Aaron: Thefe being feated, the one on 
the Right-Hand, the other on the Left-Hand of Mofes; the feventy 
Elders of J/rael, who compofed the Sanhedrim, came in; and 
Mofes again dectared the fame Laws to them, with the Interpre- 
tations of them, as he had done before to Aaron and his Sons. 
Laftly, all who pleafed of the common People were invited to 
enter, and A4s/es inftructed them likewife in the fame Manner as 
the reft: So that 4aron heard four Times what Mafes had been 
taught by Gop upon Mount Sinai, Eleazar and Ithamer three 
Times, the feventy Elders twice, and the People once. Mofes 
afterwards reduced the Laws which he had received into Writing, 
but not the Explanations of them; thefe he thought it fufficient to 
truft to the Memories of the abovementioned Perfons, who, he- 
ing perfectly inftructed in them, delivered them to their Children, 
and thefe again to theirs from Age to A ge. 
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A PRAYER ufed amongft the primitive 
Chriftian Masons.

AVING inferted this Prayer, and mentioned 
that Part of Mafonry commonly called the 
Royal Arch (which I firmly believe to be the Root, 
Heart, and Marrow of Free-Mafonry) I cannot for- 
bear giving a Hint of a certain evil Defigner, who 
has made a Trade thercof for fome Time paft, and 
has drawn ina Number of worthy, bonett Men, 
and 
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atid made them believe that he and his Affiftants 
trully taught them all and every Part of the above- 
named Branch of Mafonry, which they foon com- 
municated to the worthy Brethren of their Acquaint- 
ance, without being able to form any Sort of Judg- 
ment whereby they might diftinguith Truth from 
Falfhood, and confequently could not difcern the 
Impofition ; but, as the wife Seneca juftly obferves, it 
fares with us in human Life as in a routed Army, 
one ftumbles firft and then another falls upon him; 
and fo they follow, one upon the Neck of another, 
till the whole Field comes to be but one Heap of 
Mifcarriages. This is the Cafe of all thofe who 
think themfelves Royal Arch Mafons, without paff- 
ing the Chair in regular Form, according to the an- 
cient Cuftom of the Craft: To this I will add the 
Opinion of our Worfhipful Brother Doctor Fifield 
D’ Afigny, printed in the Year 1744. ‘ Some of 
*« the Fraternity (fays he) have expreffed an Uneafi- 
« nefs at this Matter being kept a Secret from them 
‘¢ (fince they had already paffed through the ufual 
“© Degrees of Probation) I cannot help being of 
“© Opinion, that they have no Right to any fuch 
« Benefit until they make a proper Application, and 
“* are received with due Formality: And as it is an 
“* organifed Body of Men who have paffed the 
«© Chair, and given undeniable Proofs of their Skill 
‘in Archite€ture, it cannot be treated with too 
«* much Reverence; and more efpecially fince the 
« Characters of the prefent Members of that parti- 


© cular 
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« cular Lodge are untainted, and their Behaviour 
‘« judicious and unexceptionable: So that there can- 
«© not be the leaft Hinge to hang a Doubt on, but 
“« that they are moft excellent Mafons.” 


Tue Refpeét I have for the very Name of Free- 
Maton, is fufficient to make me conceal the Name 
of the Perfon here pointed at; and, inftead of ex- 
pofing him, or ftigmatizing him with a Name he 
juftly deferves, I earneftly with that Gop may guide 
him back, out of his prefent Labyrinth of Darknefs, 
to the true Light of Mafonry ; which is, Truth, 
Charity, and Juftice.

fame Time I am certain, that every Member of the Grand Lodge 
pas an undoubted Right to wear Purpic, Blue, Whitc, or Crimfcn.

ll. The Mafter of a 
particular Lodge, has the 
Right and Authority of 
congregating the Members 
of his Lodge into a Chap- 
ter, upon any Emergency 
or Occurrence, as well as 
to appoint the Time and 
Place of their ufual form- 
ing ; and in cafe of Death 
or Sicknefs, or neceflary 
Abfence of the Matter, 
the fenior Warden {hall 
act as Mafter, pro tempore, 
if no Brother is prefent 
who has been Mafter of 
that Lodge before ; for the 
abfent Mafter’s Authority 
reverts to the laft Mafter 
prefent, though he cannot 
act till the fenior Warden 
congregates the Lodge. 


III. The Mafter of each 
particular Lodge, or one 
of the Wardens, or fome 
other Brother by Appoint- 

ment

TJ. It was agreed, that 
if the Mafter of a particu- 
lar Lodge is depofed, or 
demits, the fenior War- 
den fhall forthwith fill the’ 
Matter’s Chair till the next 
time of choofing, and ever 
fince in the Mafter’s Ab- 
fence he fills the Chair, 
even though a former Ma- 
fter be prefent. 


III. Ifa particular Lodge

fter. 


V. No Man can be ac- 
cepted a Member of a 
particular Lodge, without 
previous Notice one Month

Grand Secretary. 


The Precedency of 
Lodges is grounded on 
the Seniority of their Con- 
ftitution. 


IV. No Brother hall 
belong to more than one 
Lodge within the Bills of 
Mortality (though he may 
vifit them all) except the 
Members of a forcign 
Lodge. 

But this Regulation is 
neglected for feveral Rea- 
fons, and is now obfolete. 


V. The Grand Secreta- 
ry can direct the Petitio- 
ners in the Form of a Dif- 
penfation, if wanted; but 

if 
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before given to the Lodge, 
in order to make due In- 
quiry into the Reputation 
and Capacity of the Can- 
didate, unlefs by a Dif- 
penfation. 


VI. But no Man can be 
entered a Brother in any 
particular Lodge, or ad- 
mitted a Member thereof, 
without the unanimous 
Confent of all the Mem- 
bers of that Lodge then 
prefent, when the Candi- 
date is propofed, and when 
their Confent is formally 
afked by the Mafter, they 
are to give their Confent in 
their own prudent Way ; 
either virtually, or in 
form; but with Unanimi- 
ty: Nor is this inherent 
Privilege fubject to a Dif- 
penfation, becaufe the 
Members of a_ particular 
Lodge are the beft Judges 
of it; and becaufe, if a 

ture 
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if they know the Candi- 
date, they do not require 
a Difpenfation. 


VI. No Vifitor, how- 
ever fkilled in Mafonry, 
fhall be admitted into a 
Lodge, unlefs he is per- 
fonally known too, or well 
vouched and recommend- 
ed by one of that Lodge 
then prefent. 

But it was found incon- 
venient to infift upon Una- 
nimity in feveral Cafes, 
and therefore the Grand- 
Mafters have allowed the 
Lodges to admit a Mem- 
ber if there are not above 
three Ballots againft him ; 
though fome Lodges de- 
fire no fuch Allowance. 

I fhall not mention the 
Caufe of the above new 
Regulation being made, bu 

cer- 
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turbulent Member fhould 
be impofed on them, it 
might {poil their Harmony 
or hinder the Freedom of 
their Communication, or 
even break or difperfe the 
Lodge, which ought to be 
avoided by all that are true 
and faithful. 


VII. Every new Bro- 
ther, at his Entry, is de- 
cently to cloath the Lodge, 
that is, all the Brethren 
prefent, and to depofit 
fomething for the Relief 
of the indigent and decay- 
ed Brethren, as the Can- 
didate fhall think fit to be- 
ftow, over and above the 
{mall Allowance that may 
be ftated in the Bye-Laws 
of that particular Lodge, 
which Charity fhall be kept 
by the Cafhier; alfo the 
Candidate fhall folemnly 
promife to fubmit to the 

Con- 
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certain it is that real Free- 
Mafons have no Occafion 
for any fuch Regulation, 
they being able to diftin- 
guith a true Brother, let his 
Country or Language be 
ever fo remote or obfcure 
to us; nor is it in the 
Power of falfe Pretenders 
to deceive us. 


VII. See this explain- 
ed in the Account of the 
Conftitution of the Gene- 
ral Charity ; only particu- 
lar Lodges are not limited, 
but may take their own 
Method for Charity. 


VT. E- 
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Conftitutions, and other 
good Ufages, that fhall be 
intimated to him, in Tim 
and Place convenient. 


VIII. No Set or Num- 
ber of Brethren fhall with- 
draw, or feparate them- 
felves from the Lodge in 
which they were made, 
or were afterwards admit- 
ted Members, unlefs the 
Lodge become too nume- 
rous ; nor even then, with- 
out a Difpenfation from 
the Grand-Mafter or De- 
puty; and when thus fe- 
parated, they muft either 
immediately join them- 
felves to fuch other Lodges 
that they fhall like heft 
(who are willing to receive 
them), or elfe obtain the 
Grand - Mafter’s Warrant 
to join in forming a new 
Lodge, to be regularly 
conftituted in good Time. 

If 
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VIII. Every Brother 
concerned in making Ma- 
fons clandeftinely,  fhall 
not be allowed to vifit any 
Lodge till he has made 
due Submiffion, even tho’ 
the Brother fo admitted 
may be allowed. 

None who make a fta- 
ted Lodge without the 
Grand - Mafter’s Warrant, 
fhall be admitted into re- 
gular Lodges, till they 
make due Submiffion and 
obtain Grace. 

If any Brethren form a 
Lodge without L eave, and 
fhall irregularly make new 
Brothers, they fhall not be 
admitted into any regular 
Lodge, no not as Viliters, 
till they render a good 

Rea- 
T 
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If any Set or Number 
of Mafons, fhall take up- 
on themfelves to torm a 
Lodge without the Grand- 
Mafters Warrant, the re- 
gular Lodges are not to 
countenance them, nor 
own them as fair Brethren 
duly formed, nor approve 
of their Acts and Deeds; 
but muft treat them as 
Rebels, until they humble 
themfelves as the Grand- 
Matter fhallin his Prudence 
dire&t, and until he ap- 
prove of them by his War- 
rant fignified to the other 
Lodges, as the Cuftom is 
when a new Lodge is to 
be regiftered in the Grand 
Lodge-Book. 


IX. But 
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Reafon, or make due Sub- 
miffion. 

If any Lodge within the 
Limits of the City of Lon- 
don, ceafe to meet regular- 
ly during twelve Months 
fucceflive, and not keep 
up to the Rules and Or- 
ders of the Grand Lodge, 
its Number and Place fhall 
be erafed or difcontinued 
in the Grand Lodge - 
Books ; and if they Peti- 
tion to be inferted or 
owned as a regular Lodge, 
it muft lofe its former 
Place and Rank of Prece- 
dency, and fubmit to a 
new Conttitution. 

Seeing that fome extra- 
neous Brothers have been 
lately made in a clande- 
ftine Manner ; that is, in 
no regular Lodge, nor by 
any Authority or Difpen- 
fation from the Grand- 
Mafter, and upon {mall 
and unworthy Confidera- 
tions, 
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TX. But if any Brother 
fo far mifbehave himéelf, 
as to render his Lodge 
uneafy, he fhall be thrice 
duly admonifhed by the 
Mafter and Wardens in 
that Lodge formed ; and 
if he will not refrain his 
Imprudence, nor obedi- 
ently fubmit to the Advice 
of his Brethren, he thall 
be dealt with according to 
the Bye-Laws of that par- 
ticular Lodge ; or elfe in 

fuch 
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tions, to the Difhonour of 
the Craft. 

The Grand Lodge de- 
creed, that no Perfon fo 
made, nor any concerned 
in making him, fhall be 
a grand Officer, nor an 
Officer of any particular 
Lodge ;_ nor fhall any fuch 
partake of the general 
Charity, if they fhould 


come to want it. 


IX. Whereas feveral 
Difputes have arifen about 
the Removal of Lodges 
fromm one Houfe to an- 
other, and it has been 
queftioned in whom that 
Power is invefted, it is 
hereby declared, That no 
Lodge fhall be removed

ledge, that no Motion be 
made for removing in the 
Mafter’s Abfence, and that

X. The Majority of eve- 
ry particular Lodge, when 
congregated (not elfe ) 
fhail have Privilege of 
giving Inftructions to their 
Mafter and Wardens be- 
fore the Meeting of the 
Grand Chapter, becaufe 
the faid Officers are their 
Reprefentatives, and are 
fuppofed to fpeak the Sen- 
timents of their Brethren 
at the faid Grand Lodge. 


XI. All particular 
Lodges are to obferve the 
Ufages 
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is particularly mentioned 
in the fame Summons. 
And if the Lodge is 
thus regularly ordered to 
be removed, the Matter 
or Warden fhall fend No- 
tice to the Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge, for the pub- 
lifhing the fame at the 
next Grand Lodge. 


X. Upon a fudden Emer- 
gency, the Grand Lodge 
has allowed a private Bro- 
ther to be prefent, and, 
with Leave afked and gi- 
ven, to fignify his Mind 
if it was about what con- 
cerned Mafonry. 


XI. The fame Ufages 
for Subftance are actually 
ob- 
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Ufages as much as _pofli- 
ble ; in order to which, 
and alfo for cultivating a 
a good Underftanding a- 
mong Free-Mafons, fome 
Members of every Lodge 
fhall be deputed to vifit 
other Lodges, as often as 
fhall be thought conve- 
nient. 


XII. The Grand Lodge 
confifts of, and is formed 
by, the Mafters and War- 
dens of all the particular 
Lodges upon Record, with 
the Grand-Mafter at their 
Head, the Deputy on his 
Left-Hand, and theGrand 
Wardens in their Places. 

Thefe muft have their 
quarterly Communicati - 
ons, or monthly Meetings 
and Adjournments, as of- 
ten as Occafion requires, 
in fome convenient Place, 
as the Grand-Mafter thall 
appoint, where none fhall 

be 
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obferved in every regular 
Lodge, (of real Free and 
Accepted Mafons) which 
is much owing to vifiting 
Brethren, who compare 
the Ufages. 


XII. No new Lodge is 
owned, nor their Officers 
admitted into the Grand 
Lodge, unlefs it be regu- 
larly conftituted and regi- 
ftered. 

All who have been or 
fhall be Grand - Matters, 
fhall be Members of and 
vote in all Grand Lodges. 

All who have been or 
fhall be Deputy Grand - 
Mafter, fhall be Members 
of and vote in all Grand 
Lodges. 

All who have been or 
fhall be Grand-Wardens, 

fhall 
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be prefent but its own 
proper Members, without 
Leave afked and given; 
and while fuch a Stranger 
(though a Brother) ftays, 
he is not allowed to vote, 
nor even to fpeak to any 
Queftion, without Leave 
of the Grand Lodge, or 
unlefs he is defired to give 
his Opinion. 

All: Matters in the 
Grand Lodge are deter- 
mined by a Majority of 
Votes, each Member hav- 
ing one Vote, and the 
Grand-Mafter two Votes, 
unlefs the Grand Lodge 
leave any particular Thing 
to the Determination of 
the Grand-Matfter, for the 
Sake of Expedition. 


XIII. At the Grand 
Lodge Meeting, all Mat- 
ters that concern the Fra- 
ternity in general or parti- 

cular 
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fhall be Members of and 
vote in all Grand Lodges. 

Mafters or Wardens of 
particular Lodges, hall 
never attend the Grand 
Lodge without their Jew- 
els, except upon giving 
good and fufficient Rea- 
fons. 

If any Officer of a par- 
ticular Lodge cannot at- 
tend, he may fend a Bro- 
ther (that has been in that 
or a higher Office before) 
with his Jewel and Cloath- 
ing, to fupply his Room 
and fupport the Honour 
of his Lodge. 


XIII. What Bufinefs 
cannot be tranfacted at 
one Lodge, may be refer- 
red to the Committee of 

Cha- 
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cular Lodges, or fingle 
Brothers, are fedately and 
maturely to be difcourfed 
of. 

1. Apprentices muft be 
admitted Fellow - Crafts 
and Mafters only here, 
unlefs by a Difpenfation 
from the Grand-Matter. 

2. Here alfo all Dif- 
ferences that cannot be 
made up, or accommoda- 
ted privately, nor by a 
particular Lodge, are to 
be ferioufly confidered and 
decided ; and if any Bro- 
ther thinks himfelf ag- 
grieved by the Decifion, 
he may appeal to the 
Grand Lodge next enfu- 
ing, and leave his Appeal 
in writing with theGrand - 
Matter, the Deputy, or 
Grand-Wardens. 

Hither alfo all the Offi. 
cers of particular Lodges, 
fhall bring a Lift of fach 

Mem- 
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Charity, and by them re- 
ported to the next Grand 
Lodge. 

The Matter of a Lodge, 
with his Wardens and a 
competent Number of the 
Lodge affembled in due 
Form, can make Matters 
and Fellows at Difcre- 
tion. 

It was agreed in the 
Grand Lodge, that no Pe- 
titions and Appeals thal] 
be heard on the annual 
Grand Lodge or Feaft- 
Day ; nor fhall any Bufi- 
nefs be tranfacted that 
tends to interrupt the Har- 
mony of the Affembly, but 
all thall be referred to the 
next Grand Lodge. 


XIV. In 
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Members as have been 
made, or even admitted 
by them fince the laft 
Grand Lodge. 

4. There fhall be Books 
kept by the Grand-Mafter 
or Deputy, or rather by 
fome other Brother ap- 
pointed Secretary of the 
Grand Lodge, wherein 
fhall be recorded all the 
Lodges, with the ufual 
Times and Places of their 
forming, and the Names 
of all the Members of 
each Lodge ; alfo all the 
Affairs of the Grand Lodge 
that are proper to be writ- 
ten. 

5. The Grand Lodge 
fhall confider of the moft 
prudent and effectual Me- 
thod of collecting, and 
difpofing of what Money 
fhall be lodged with them

6. But each particular 
Lodge may difpofe of their 
own Charity for poor Bro- 
thers, according to their 
own Bye-Laws, until it be 
agreed by all the Lodges 
(in a new Regulation *) 
to carry in the Charity col- 
collected by them, to the 
Grand Lodge at their 
quarterly or annual Com- 
munication, in order to 
make a common Stock for 
the more handfome relief 
of poor Brethren. 

7. They thall appoint a 
Treafurer, a Brother of 
worldly Subftance, who 
fhall be a Member of the 
Grand Lodge by virtue of 
his Office, and {hall be al- 
ways prefent, and have 
Power to move to the

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Grand Lodge any Thing 
that concerns his Office. 

8. To him fhall be 
committed all Money raif- 
ed for the general Charity, 
or for any other Ufe of the 
Grand Lodge, which he 
fhall write down in a 
Book, with the refpective 
Ends and Ufes for which 
the feveral Sums are in- 
tended, and fhall expend 
or difburfe the fame by 
fuch a certain Order fign- 
ed, as the Grand Lodge 
fhall hereafter agree to in 
a new Regulation. 

But by Virtue of his 
Office, as Treafurer, with- 
out any other Qualifica- 
tion, he fhall not vote in 
choofing a new Grand- 
Mafter and Grand-War- 
dens, tho’ in every other 
Tranfaction. 

g. In like Manner the 
Secretary fhall be a Mem~- 
ber of the Grand Lodge 
by Virtue of his Office,

12. Another Brother and 
Maiter-Mafon fhould be 
appointed the Tyler, to 
look after the Door ; but 
he mutt be no Member of 
the Grand Lodge.

3. That under the fame Penalty every Brother fhall 
keep his Seat, and keep ftri&t Silence whenever the 
Grand-Mafter or Deputy thall think fit to rife from the 
Chair, and call Zo Order. 


4. That in the Grand Lodge every Member thall 
keep in his Seat (according to the N° of his Ledge) 
and not move about from Place to Place during the 
Communication, except the Grand-Wardens, as hav- 
ing more immediately the Care of the Grand Lodge. 


5. That no Brother is to fpeak but once to the fame 
Affair, unlefs to explain himfelf, or when called upon
